“If lam not for me,” the Jewish 
philosopher Hillel once asked, 
“then, who will be?" It is in this 
spirit that the best and most suc- 
cessful efforts in self-help have 
risen. And, it is in this spirit that 
WE CARE, an effort of the 
Columbus Black- business and 
professional community, has 
been born. 

WE CARE's goal is to assist 
1,000 needy families in Colum- 
bus during the holiday season. 
Last year, 750 families were able 
to have a merry Christmas 
because some Black leaders who 
had received much were willing 
to share with those who had 
received little. 

WE CARE is one of several 
such activities which already 
exist in Franklin County. But 
what makes WE CARE so special 
is that it is the product of Black 
people. Curtis Brooks, CMACAO 
executive director, co-chairs the 
group with James Willis, awner 
of Willis Beauty Supply. 


It is currently comprised of 
representatives of almost 30 


local businesses and profes- 
sionals, all of whom are Black, 
who saw that they could, in the 
words of Willis, “share the bene- 
fits of our blessings gained 
through the year with those who 
may not have been as fortunate.” 
WE CARE demonstrates that 
we are our brothers’ keeper. 
Black people in Columbus and 
Franklin County are dispropor- 
tionately affected by unemploy- 
ment, sickness, and poverty. The 
commitment of people like Willis, 
co-founder Wayne T. Lee and the 
other businesses represented 
shows a recognition that we as 
Black people cannot afford to 
leave the assistance of our peo- 


ple to the welfare system and | 


other social service programs 
alone, but we must become 
actively involved in sharing what 


' we have with eath other.

Why no Black judges? 


It seems that, every time we get 
closer to gaining our rightful 
place in the political and social 
hierarchy of this nation, state 
and city, somebody comes up 
with a reason why we shouldn't 
be there. 

Now, we hear that some politi- 
cos are giving a reason for the 
lack of Black judges. Black 
judges, they say, are not only 
unelectable; they are unelecta- 
ble because they are unable or 
unwilling to raise the vast sums 
of money which are allegedly 
necessary to win judicial office in 
Ohio. 

Apparently, some Democrats 
are using this reasoning as an 
excuse not to advance too many 
Black attorneys into judicial 
positions. While they sympathize 
with the problem that there are 
too few Black judges, and while 
they may agree that there is a 
rightful place for Blacks as Judi- 
cial candidates on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, they argue that the 
apparent inability to raise funds 
will mean that Black candidates 
should not be taken seriously as 
judges, particularly when there 
are vacancies to which they can 
be appointed. 

That's poppycock. Yes, it is 
undeniable that many Blacks do 
not have access to large sums of 
money that many white judicial 
candidates, of either party, may 
have. Yet that argument, as a 
basis for.refusing to appoint 
Black judges, is shameful and 
misguided. 

In Franklin County, it is 
becoming increasingly clear that 
neither race, nor experience, nor 
fund raising ability, not any other 
excuse for not appointing more 
Black judges has caused the 
defeat of Democratic judicial 
candidates in the past. 

The reason has been simple: 
they happened to be Democrats 
in a heavily-Republican county. 
Indeed, the number of Demo- 
crats who have won election toa 

judicial post in Franklin County 
in the past 25 years can be 
counted on two hands, with fin- 
gers to spare. 

lf the Democrats’ major argu- 
ment against Blacks for the court 
seats is electability, then they 
have a very easy choice: appoint 
Republicans. 

Obviously, they will not do 


this. Just as obvious is the fact 
that there is a serious question 
about the quality of justice which 
is directed toward Blacks in 
Franklin County. There is a need 
to bring judges into the process 
who can address that problem. 


There are numerous qualified 
candidates. Four Blacks--Don 
Conley, Janet Jackson, Leroy 
Pernell, and Jenice Golson-- 
were recommended by the 
screening committee. Two of 


these candidates should be 
appointed ¥o vacancies on the 
bench immediately; as a way to 
begin to address the lack of 
Blacks on the Franklin County 
bench. 


Currently, two Blacks, both 
Republicans, sit on the Franklin 
County Municipal Court. How- 
ever, a Black has never been 
appointed to a Common Pleas 
Court vacancy in the history of 


Franklin County. That is a 
shameful indictment of both 
major parties, one which can be 
addressed by the appointment 
opportunities which the gover- 
nor presently has. 


We also wish to reiterate our 
earlier call for the Republicans to 
nominate Black judges to run 
against the Black candidates 
which we expect to see Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste appoint. If the 


Republican party is concerned 
about bringing in Blacks, then it 
must continue to show that the 
doors of opportunity are open to 
Blacks. 


itis quite easy for Republicans 
to nominate Blacks for offices 
they do not believe that any 
Republican can win; it.is a much 
different story to nominate 


Blacks for positions where it is 
clear there is an opportunity fora 
white Republican candidate to 
emerge victorious. 


Black people are concerned 
about justice in Franklin County. 
It is time that both parties, the 
Democrats and Republicans, 
address those concerns. It is 
time to see both parties make a 
real, substantial commitment to 
“justice for ALL.”

Creating sound economic support 


We are writing to you ton- 
cerining an issue of para- 
mount importance to Black 
business and the entire Black 
community.” 

As you may be aware, a 
news article about the Black 
hair care industry appeared in 
the October 13 edition of 


Newsweek Magazine. In that. 


article were several comments 
from a Revion senior execu- 
tive which were insulting to 
the Black-owned manufac- 
turers: in our industry and 
insulting to the entire Black 
community. 


Irving Bottner, President of 
Revion’'s professional product 
division, was quoted: “In the 
next couple of years, the 
Black-owned businesses will 
disappear. They'll all be sold 
to the white companies . 
Black consumers buy quality 
products...too often their 
Black brothers didn't do them 
any good.” 

For ten years or more, 
white-owned multinational 
companies, such as Revion, 
have been aggressively wag- 
ing a competitive war against 
our companies. A lot is at 
stake. 


Black consumers spend 
approximately $1 billion each 
year in purchases of hair care 
products. Combined, Black 
manufacturers account for 
roughly 50 percent of these 
sales for $500 million. 

For more than 100 years, 
since the era of the legendary 
Madame C.J. Walker, Black- 
owned manufacturers have 
created and cultivated this 
market by best serving the 
needs of Black consumers.

Apartheid: American style

‘My research shows that Afrikaners’ uniqueness is not found in 
their desire for apartheid. Their uniqueness is that apartheid is part 
of a legal structure enforced by South Africa's government. 

While sheer racism can explain some of the pressure for apar- 
theid, the evidence shows that economics plays the leading role. 
Let's take a tiny glimpse at the issue of apartheid. 

In 1946, Inspan, an Afrikaner publication, said of South Africa's 
Indian merchants: “The one-time pitiful peddler has become a 
financially strong trader, whilst many hard-working established 
white businessmen have been. squeezed out by the previously 
despised interloper.” 


> 

Urging Afrikaners, Inspan said, “Their own businesses should 
be supported by their race.” But these pleas fell on the deaf ears of 
Afrikaner customers whose racial solidarity came in second place 
to their desire for the cheaper prices and convenience of Indian 
stores. 

Afrikaners, who couldn't compete, organized racist boycotts 
against Indian stores and became a significant part of the move- 
ment to have Indians sent back to India which never materialized. 
For some reason, there as adherence to the 1912 agreement 
between Prime Minister Jan Smuts and Mohandas (later Mahat- 
mas) Gandhi not to forcefully repatriate Indians. 

Afrikaners weren't alone in their contempt for Indian merchants. 
In 1949, bands of Zulus descended on Durban, burning and looting 
indian shops. When the riot was over, 142 people lay dead and 

1,087 wounded. Zulus thought that profits from stores in Black 
areas should benefit their own people and not be taken away by 
Indian merchants. Zulus even told the government, “All we desire 


is that the government provide ships, and we will see the Indians on 
their way to India.” 

The same apartheid-type scenario is unfolding in some inner 
city neighborhoods here in the U.S. where Vietnamese, Chinese 
and Korean merchants are purchasing failing businesses and mak- 
ing asuccess of them, despite the staggering odds of crime, drugs 
and prostitution. 

For their efforts, these Asian merchants have received criticism 
and abuse from Blacks and sometimes whites in cities like New 
York, Philadelphia, Los Angeles, Galveston, and Washington. In 
Washington, Korean merchants’ stores have been firebombed. 

A most telling story is the on-going conflict between a Chinese 
merchant in Washington's Anacostia area and some of its Black 
residents. 

The Rev. Willie Wilson of Union Temple Baptist Church 
demands the ouster of Asian merchants, saying, “But we have 
been the steping stones for so many businesses who come into the 
community, take all the money and resources out, and treat us 
bad." 

- Rev. Wilson said the picketing of Hung Chang Cheung's Good 
Hope Carry-out store, where Hung Chang Cheung, the owner, is 
alleged to have pulled a gun on a customer, will continue until the 
landlord rents to a Black businessman. 

South Africa solved its “problem” of Indian merchants in areas 

“where they don't belong” by the 1950 Group Areas Act which 
prohibits merchants of one race setting up businesses in areas 
outside of their government-designated racial area. One wonders 
whether Willie Wilson and his followers would like to see similar . 
legislation in Washington, or would they go the Zulu route-- 
repatriate Asian merchants to the Far East? 

Racism is despicable and worthy of condemnation, whether it's 
called apartheid or “keeping the money in the community.”

From the outset, if a person is going to be a president of the NAACP, he 
must be able to make an assessment of the NAACP's ills. 

Asa thirty-year-member of the NAACP, and as aperson who has been 
committed all my life in the fight for civil rights, |am pained to say that the 
Cleveland Chapter of tne NAACP has lost its religious base. 

There are no prayerful efforts being made by the organization as a 
whole. The lack of mutual respect exists to the extent that very few 
members work together toward the stated purpcse of stamping out 
injustices heaped upon minority groups. 

Presently there are too many people simply “sitting” on the “executive 
committee” and on 17 various other standing committees, along with 
“sitting” on other special committees set up to handle specific problems. 
The “sitting” members, lack the sense of injustice or outrage that is the 
necessary moving force behind effective leadership. 


The executive committee is made up of the officers, the elected 
members and the appointed chairmen of the committees. The commit- 
tees carry out the work of the NAACP. 

Only three or four committees have functioned over the past ten years 
or so. If the committees do not function, then the NAACP does not 
function; and so it ceases to be the watchman in the American civil rights 
struggle (Cleveland Area). 

The Cleveland Chapter has not adopted any by-laws which would aid 


been an abiding commitment. | have personally litigated civil rights 
cases in such diverse jurisdiction as New York, San Franciso, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, and Columbus, in an attempt to guarantee that minorities 
receive equal opportunity under the law. 

In 1971, | was initially appointed chairman of the NAACP’s Legal 
Redress Committee, a position | held for six years. The following year | 
was retained as an attorney for the NAACP's Special Contributions Fund 
of New York City. In 1978, | was elected President of the Cleveland 
Branch NAACP and for the past two years, | have served the Cleveland 
Branch as First Vice President.

of the State Conference which we hosted in 1964.

Since we have not been vigilant 
and aggressive, we have failed to improve the quality of life for all Black 
persons in our community.

The young, professionals, the elderly, inner-city residents, Hispanics, 
Appalachians and all people that have been disenfranchised by the 
American version of apartheid, must join together to eliminate, root and 
branch, all vestiges of racism. ;

Charles Kurfess must feel like 
the Biblical prophet Jeremiah, 
who predicted his nation’s defeat, 
even as he bewailed the events he 
prophesized.

“immediately re-examine itself.” 
“Every Republican leader ought 
to be shook up” Kurfess argued. 
“We need changes.” He is calling 
on the moderates and conserva- 
tives of his party to come together 
in a greater show of party unity, 
and is urging his colleagues to 
groom, and raise funds for, a new 
group of Republican candidates. 
And what of Kurfess’ political 
ambitions? After he lost to Rhodes 
in 1978, Kurfess went back to his 
hometown of Perrysburg, in 
northwestern Ohio, to practice law 
and, while he admits that “in his 
business, you never say never,” he 
doubts that he will ever run again.

The Merry Makers Scholar- 
ship Fund Banquet also gives 
the community an opportunity 
to meet the 1986.OSU men’s 
and women’s basketball teams.

“Athletes are put on pedes- 
tals during the careers and 
then pushed aside when their 
careers are over,” he said. 

“Businesses, for example, 
only like them (athletes) 
around when they’re playing 
ball, but once their playing 
days are over, that's about it,”

he continued. 

Since financial success and 
notoriety are tied to an ath- 
lete’s moment in the spotlight, 
Robertson emphasized the 
need for sports stars to pursue 
a solid education and reliable 
financial advise. 

Robertson endorses NGAA 
Proposition 48, which requires 
high school athletes to have a 
specified minimum score on 
their ACT or SAT examines 
before they are eligible to par- 
ticipate in college sports. 

Opponents of Proposition 48 
say the rule was implemented 
to reduce the number of blacks 
playing football and basket- 
ball. 

The former basketball star 
supports the rule, because “it 
makes student athletes think 
about education.” 


In addition, ‘‘Coaches 
should see to it that their ath- 
letes get a good education. If 
athletes need help, coaches 
should make sure they get 
some help. The coach should 
lead by example.” Robertson 
contends. 

Robertson warned athletes 
about the need to make wise 
choices when selécting agents 
to handle their financial 
futures. 

He was concerned that high- 
flying star of the Chicago Bulls 
basketball team, Michael Jor- 
dan, is permitting one person 
to handle all of his financial 
dealings. 

Athletes should have more 
than one person managing 
their money, he advises, since 
there needs to be checks and — 
balances. Athletes are too busy 
perfecting their playing abili- 
ties to learn how to manage 
their daily needs. 

Robertson had a glorious 
college and professional bas- 
ketball career. 

While attending /the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, he was a 
three-time All American, Col- 

lege Player of the Year, and the 
leading scorer in the NCAA. 

After spending 10 years in

ciation as a member of the Cin- 
cinnati Royals and Milwaukee 
Bucks, Robertson was named 
Rookie of the Year (1961) and
